TRE LATEST WAR NEWS, 

Wo give this morning an excitiug report from 
Washington, cencorning an anticipated attack by 
Rebels on that city; also a very importaut order 
from tho War Department. 

We lenan from Missouri that our ormy which 
was engaged in the battlo of a wock ago, arrived 
at Rolla on Saturday in good condition, Mujor 
Sturgis had take’ command. It is definitely ascer- 
tained that the enemy had in this action 14,000 well- 
disciplined men, and 10,000 irregular troops; on our 
sido, corly in the fight we bad only 5,000 men, aud 
during the latter part of the affair only 4,000, ‘The 
Rebels had ecnt a flag of truce to Major Sturgis, 
ostensibly to treat for an oxchango of prisoners, 
but really, as it was thought, to gain informution of 
our condition. 

The Secretary of the Navy is in favor of clos- 
ing Southern porte by proclamation, to avoid per~ 
plexing questions arising from appeals mado by 
foreign Ministers on behalf of foroign veesels 
which hare gone to sea witb clearances from 
Jeff, Davis's Collectore, but bave been intor- 
copted. 

Commander Porter, of the Pacific Squadron, 
is now in irons, and on his way to Wash- 
ington. 

The trial of the mutineora of the 79th Regi- 
ment is to commence to-doy, It is believed that 
the sentences will be severe. 

One of our goldiers who reached Port Monroe 
from Richmond, on Friday, brought with him 0 
number of petitions from our men confined at 
the latter place, praying the Government to make 
come arrangement causing on exchange of prity 
oners. 


THE WAR CRISIS. 

While the people of the loyal States haye boon 
diecussing the relative ndvantagea of a prompt 
us compared with | more de- 
liberate oud circumspect prosecution of the War 
for the Union, the rebuls have stepped in aud 
decided the question. They havo resolved that 
tho struggle sbull be short ond ebarp, aud to 
thia end havo called out their utmost strength, 
aud determined to wrest Maryland in the Last 
and Missouri in the West from the defenders of 
the Union. Hence, Beauregard and 
are obstructing by batteries tho navigation of 
the Potomac below Washington, while their

‘That the passage of the Potomac, by an army 
lois than One Hundred Thousand strong, will be 
fa desperate entorpriso, Beauregard is doubtless 
aware; but in war risks must be taken, and his 
unpaid, jndifferently-armed, ecopriciously fed, 
hultequipped, aud poorly-shod followers can 
hardly be deterred from mutiny and deeertion 
but by action, Armies 60 eubsisted soon dovus- 
tate a region to which they are confined, aud 
must either advance, retreat, disperee, or starve 
Tho rebel host is now Gushed with triumph, aud 
doubtless hus received largo resuforcements eince 
tho battlo of Bull Ron, ‘They are told that Gen. 
McCleUav’s army ia disheartened, demoralized, 
and mutivous, and that this is the golden moment 
to atrike for Maryland and Washington, And 
there is every probability that the hazard will be 
taken. 

In and about Missouri tho Rebels havo now 
nearly One Hundred ‘Thousand Men, ine 
cluding the ‘Tennesseans, Theso aro to 
bo in part 60 disposed as fo threaten Cairo, 
ird’s Point, St. Louis, ,&e., and to kindle 
into action that sympathy for every Pro- 
Slavery act or protension which bas ever bean o 
characteristio of tho lower end of Ilinois, while 
the residuo, under MeCulloch (if still living), 
Raive, Hordeo, &o., drive the Union forces 
from Western and Contral Missouri, and ulti- 
mately unite with Polk, Pillow, Jeff, Thompson, 
&c., in a grand combined attempt on St, Louis, 
with the capture of which thoy expect to close 
the campaign ia that quarter, And, having thus 
wrested Maryland and Missouri from the Union, 
captured and either burned on appropriated 
Woashiogton, the Rebels will be onco more ready 
to open negotiations, protesting that thero is 
nothing they deeire so much aa peaco, oud won- 
dering why tho North is not willing to Tot (hem 
alone! 

Such, as we read the signe, are the deter. 
mined purposes of tho head-traitors, and

Wo havo doubtless more and bottor field ar- 
tillory than the Rebels, while thoy, om the other 
band, aro immenacly suporior in cavalry. Our 
amall arms, though not all that could be wished, 
are better in the average than theirs, and wo 
ore moking and recoiving tho best rifles and 
rifled muskets much foster than they can obtain 
thom. They may be able to place more men in 
the field; but Gen, Lyon and bis horoes bave 
taught us that tho defenders of the Union need 
feur no proponderance of numbors in a ratio less 
thon two to one, In ammunition ond supplies, 
wo can bardly fail to have a decided advantage;

having already ordered Major Sturgis to drive in 
the enemy's picket if within two miles of his 
‘own. Captain Steel's Company of Cavalry were 
ispatched on this errand at half past 12, 
‘and Geveral Lyon, with the troops above mon- 
ioned, arrived at 3 a, m. Here be consulted 
Dis watch, and finding it more than two Lours 
Jnter than he supposed, at once called together 
the priucipsl officers, communicated his embar- 
rassing position, and took their advice, which 
sesulted in the ‘withdrawal of the entire force to 
Springfield. ‘The General bad intended moving 
his force woven miles furtber, and attacking the 
enemy at daylight. On the return to town, the 
Goneral eaid to 8 friend that Le had o premooi- 
tion that a night attack would prove disastrous, 
and yet he had felt impelled to try it once, and 
‘did not know but ho’ must do so again. Befove 
‘we reached Springfield it was daylight. An am 
uch was prepared o mile from the city, whieh 
would open upon the enemy if they pursued. 
During Wednesday, continual alarms were cir- 
eulating, and a real panic prevailed among the 
citizens, who rapidly packed up and left for sup: 
posed places of safety. The troops were under 
‘arine in every quarter, and several times it was 
ceported that fighting had actually commenced. 
Toward night the panic in a degree subsided, 
but many of those who remained did not retire 
or attempt to sleep. ‘A consultation was held, 
and the question of evacuating Springfield seri- 
ously discussed. Looking at it in a military 
view, there was no doubt of the propriety, aod 
even necessity, of the atep, and muvy of Gen.

The battle commenced 
about siz o'clock and continued, with but slight 
tegsation; until cleven, at which time Our aubu- 
lances, boing filled with the wounded officers and 
others, commenced moving toward Springfield, 
‘under protection of DuBois's Battery.

There are many ways, 
fas yet unthoaght of at tho North, in which the 
Soutuern Union feelmg muy expreas and vindi- 
cato itsclf, and that, too, without actual revolt 
against the usurpation or denial of its de facto 
claims. ‘Thoy can give them ‘' four points 
the game,” and thon win. ‘The aristocratic in- 
novations you hear of ns contemplated, such a8 
tho restriction of the right of suffrage, cannot be 
easily oatablished, Tho people know their power, 
and ore learning new lossons of thoir value every 
doy. Armies are far lesa the nuraerics of des- 
potism than they aro of radical democracy. 

‘Thoro oro thousands of Abolitiovists in North 
Carolina, and this eloment bas been gradually 
and firmly growing for many yours. The large 
and influential Socicty of Friends or Quakers is 
here as elsewhore stoutly opposed to Slavery: 
The State has numorous residents of German 
birth or ancestry, who are instinctively for 
Freedom. John P, Halo received more votes for 
President in 1852 here than in Maryland, Some 
years ngo an Anti-Slavery paper was published 
at Salem, Forsyth County, where the Moravian 
missionaries have penetrated and —_estab- 
lished o Female Seminary, Revolutions once 
inaugurated, never retrograde, The ad valorem 
ngitation which shook the State from ceuter to 
cirounferonce last year, brought the whole 
matter of Slavery and the peculinr immunity of 
slavcholders from proportionate taxation, to- 
gethor with other apecial privileges of that clase, 
under minute and elaborate discussion; and upon 
it the Opposition party barely failed to carry 
the election, and would have succeeded but for 
local and eido issues, Usually, there has been 
tho largest toleration of opinion ond action in 
this State, and the result has been a progressive 
and permanent development ef free sentiment 
and liberal views. The peoplo have great native 
good sense; their instinots are honest and cousery- 
ative. Tho sons of North Carolina who hayo #0 
numerously migrated to Indiana, Illinois ond 
other Western States, havo sont back a powerful 
reflex influence for tree institutions to the State 
thot reared them, Those factors of movement 
and reform cannot bo destroyed. Tho work of 
the leaven may bo arrested, butite virtue cannot 
be noutralized, There will be an eventual re- 
bound against tho cooreive agencies which now 
for the time repress candor of action aud expres- 
sion. 

Notwithatandiag tho profit of cotton-raising aud 
sluve-breeding in North Carolina, the slave-hold- 
ing interest, which is chiefly concentrated in 
about a dozen counties toward the enstern part 
of the State, bas uever attempted until recently 
to domineer over othor interests, The western 
people, who own few slayes, have been system- 
tically concilinted by large appropriatious for 
railroads; all property qualification for voters has 
been abolished; a liberal sehool fund has beon 
establighed; the eufrages of Quakers and 
Northern sottlors bave been sought by both 
political parties, oud the non-slaveholding ele- 
ment boa boon in other respects studiously 
courted. ‘Tho Pro-Slavery argument has never 
been popular; and prudent stump-speakers and 
editors have generally refrained from urging it. 
Thore has not been that coustavt indoctrination 
in the tencta of State Rights and the philosopby 
of Secession Which has prevailed notoriously in 
“Carolina and Virginia. ‘

Fobruury for staying in the Union, In May lost 
tho State was rushed out by a packed Conyon- 
tion, The ordinance was not and nover hos been 
submitted to the people, for the conspirators well 
Imew they would-rofuse indignantly to ratify the 
treasonable act. The murmura of remonstrance 
and dissent havo not been and caunot be sup- 
pressed. Thousands upon thousands of loyal men 
have organized themselves in Union Lodges, 
covering the whole State, and enabling them to

respond, the difficulty of traveling to avy great 
distnace, the liabii of those forpd in any kind 
of conference, tho absence of thg’pefuniary and 
other meant of conducting ifaportiwt affairs 
the impossibility of ony slave being absent for 
any length of time without its being noticod 
these, there sre some reaxons 
ariaing from tho temperament and character 
of the African race itself which would prevent 
lit, ‘They ere an oxtromely cautious people. 
Reckless to tho Inst oxtremo when roused, thoy 
are until then wary and not self-reliant. To this 
it may bo added that in every group of any great 
size that could be got together, some owe would 
bo likely to prove an informer. Buch of this 
has been the result of plantation trainings for, 
of course, # would little consist with the exi- 
gonciss of the farm or household for tale-bear- 
ing to bo taught and preached as anything but a 
virtue, Wheuever a group of whisperers gets to- 
gether cach one has a temptation to gain high 
favor by betraying the rest. It is not soymg 
anything against the race itself to soy thot, 
without beiug entirely conscious of its crimi- 
polity, the Southern negro is very apt to be 
treacherous) And hero allow mo the episodic re 
flection that the closing paragraph of the Seore- 
tary of War's-late order to Gen, Butler comcern- 
ing fugitives (namely, that they should: not, ex- 
cept in cases whore the public good seemed to 
require it, be prevented from voluntarily return 
ing to tho service’ from which they havo es- 
caped), seme to me fraught with divastor. Tho 
Rebols allege that they paid $100,000 for some 
intelligence from Washington; if the above order 
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ere more degraded, ignorant, and obtuse, that 
thoy are also loss posted in publio matters, and 
quently that there is less chance of inaur- 
‘ection amopg-them, than among the slaves of 
the Border States. This is an utter mistake, It 
has for many generations boen- tho invariable 
custom to send to these Southorn plantations 
every negro of the Border States who at any 
time shows a desire for froedom, or who has 
run away and been arrested—it being supposed 
that the numbor of overseors necessary on those 
plantations makes it unimportant whetber the 
slave is restive or otherwise. The couscquence 
is that theré baa been a gradual accumnlation in 
the for South of the most inflammable and intel- 
igont negroes; and any eerious insurrection will 
be much more apt fo come from them than 
from their more comfortable Border-State eom- 
rades, Only tho imminont danger bas prevented 
it thu for; and even thin perpotual vigilance 
bas not prevented many threatoning scenes. 
It was not a hundred miles from whore tho 
Rebel Army in now encamped that I once went 
to visit an old Virginia friend, We had known 
each other in boyhood. He bud married and 
sottled down on e farm well stocked with ne- 
groos. Ho: then invited me to: visit him—not 
without mentioning that ho bad heard of my 
un-Virginian heresies on tho Slavery question; 
but he wrote, “that subject wo can sink in the 
yivor Styx.” I went, and found him pleasantly 
emsironed, and happy. Old times were talked of, 
In the evening, when we sat talking of the old 
soheol-scones, bis beautiful bride sitting near, 


fcom the Secretary is carriod out, the noxt piece 
of information will not cost them so: much.

But to resume: theso considerations, and 
espocially tho impossibility of trusting any large 
number of negroes without great risk of de- 
tection (a thing plaiuly eeen by both Turner ond 
Denmark Vesey) ia likely to provent avy simul- 
taneous or concerted insurrection throughout the 
Southern States, and indced in anyone State, 
But insurreotious in various.neighborhooda, which 
may eprend like conflagrations, are not only pos- 
sible but at this moment: threatened through 
many portions of the South, Your North Curo- 
lina correspondent bas given you the indications 
in that State. From the Cotton States I-have o 
bit of information which I cannot give, save 80 
far aa it informe you that the negroes of the 
plantations (cotton and sugar) are keenly alive 
to gomo of the issucs involved in the present 
war, The reason why I do not give you this 
item is that it would defeat o plan on the part 
of the negroes, which, while not involving the 
loss of 0 single lif, contemplates a stroke of 
poetio justice grond that History will op- 
ploud it as o vindication of the wisdom and hu- 
mmanity of that race. This I will not do. But I 
propoxe to mention two points of Virginia where 
there is now a very feverish etate of both ne-

Tho 
traveler through that region will come across 
Jarge groups and families of negrocs, but most 
frequently will seo a5 many or more whites than 
negroes at work in the field. ‘This has ecemed 
to ma a change of late years, and one chiefly at- 
tribntable to tho settlements of Northern men 


porfect thoir plone and await, socurely and conf- 
dently, the hour to strike a concerted and elec- 
tive blow for their doliverauce sud the redemp- 
tion of the Comonwealth. This organization is 
{immensely more numerous and formidable than 
was ever that fussy and frivolous order in North 
Carolina, known as the Kuighta of the Golden 
Circle. 

There ore many Magons in North Caroline, 
who hayo not forgotten tho indisolublo ties of 
their fraternity, and its solemn obligations, I 
find, in somo instances, whole Lodgea, every 
member of which is ao firm odherent to the 
Union, Tho next avniversary of the Meck! 
burg Declaration of Independence, stained os it 
wae this year by tho paseage of the Secession or- 
dinance, will witness the institution of a new State | 
Government, atid the return of North Curoliva to 
Ler allegiance to the Republic, with o full ropre- 
sentation in Both Houses of tho National Congress. 
The services of a regiment of loyal North Caro- 
livinos will bo shortly tendered to the Governmeut, 
fa majority of whom, despite the insnlting avawer 
of the lata Governor Ellis to tho President's 
Proclamation, woro anxious to proceed to the do- 
feneo of the Capital in April last. ‘Thus will the 
recuperative onergy of the UNION overcomo the 
evil forces of Gisiutegration, and ultimately restore 
tho aecendoney of its benificont paternal Goveru-

PROBABILITIES OF SLAVE INSUR- 
HEOTIONS IN VERGINEA,

The probabilities of negro inaurrection are not 
more anxiously cauyaseed in the North than they 
are painfully apprehended in the South, Before 


ere donot much apprehend at avy time a gene- 
ral and concerted uprising of the slaves, In o 
long residence in Eastern: Virginia, I have never 
heard any ono express a fear that there might 
bo possible a blow of the slaves throughout the 
South for thoir liberty. Ono alarm, and only 01% 
I remember in my boyhood; it turned out to be 
8 pauio with but little foundation, though while 
it lasted it was terrific to witness the pallor and 
agony of tho neighborhood. But the excitement 
fat tho time was entirely local, and there ecomed 


throughout the valley, and in London, Faigfax, 
Prince Willinm, ond in Fauquier Countios. 
‘Their thrift with free Jabor has excited a com- 
petition which slave Inbor is unequal to, ond 
gradually more and more whites have been in- 
troduced into the farm, There is also nothing 
in the soil and climate of these regions ‘which 
particularly invites slave Jabor, And yot the cen- 
sue shows no diminution of tho slaves in the 
piedmont. It is because this has become the great 
human harvestefield for the plantations of the far 
South, ‘The piedmont is the slave-trader's chiof 
pailiwick, Vast sume of money are mado bore 
by rogular and eyatematic Slave breeding for the 
Southern market. This, as you may et once in- 
fer, molics the yoko of this region bard and 
gulling. Yeor by year parents wateh the growth 
of their children, kuowing that they cannot be 
used at home, that there, each will bo only an- 
other mouth to feed and back to clothe, knowing 
that as goon as the year of noblest promise aud 
atrongth couies, it comes ouly to mako their 
oterval evernnco more’ sure, Now, this is o 
souroo of immediate gaius to many complacent 
mon of the piedmont, no doubt: Slavery is always 
good at clutching the advantoge of the hour, not 
good at apprebending the advantage of the years: 
tho result is that there is all through tho piod- 
mont, and especially about Manassas, and about 
Warrenton, a most discontented, muttering, and 
inflammable negro population, If Jolin Browa 
bad mado his appearance here, instoad of in the 
ogion, Where the slave-yoke is perhaps lightest, 
he would havo bad more to help him than the 
areonal whose locality sooms to have decided 
him. 

Now, Ehave reason to know that the negroes of 
this rogion have of late given cause for the most 
feverish ansioty, Some of this may be born of 
the cowardice which conscience makes, for there 
{a scarcely a slave that could not confront bis 
master with a grievance which, between whites, 
would justify homicide; but imagination must be 
but u emoll part of the oppreheosion.  leorn 
thot many of the largeat slaveholders near the 
Junotion informed Gov. Letcher'that he could not 
have an army too early there for internal ressous, 
aod thot thoy still more now dread the depsrt- 
ure of Beauregard from their vicinity, Tht the 
negroes have auy plot formed in’ thie region, I 
cannot find, aud very much doubt. Fear is 


to be no suspicion that there was ony State 
movement or even one involving etaves outside of 
n county. It will be remembered that even in

In vain the husband reminded her 
that they were not alone; erect as o sun-beam, 
full of electric wrath, thia Pythonoss stood before 
me, and warned me that I could nover hate 
Slavery too much. And ao she went on, with an 
eloquence that Phillips would onvy, until the pallor 
waa overborno by a suffusion, and tho flush came 
with a rain of tears, nod sbe wont to kneel with 
the poor, broken heart in tho hall. ‘The hueband 
closed the door on the scene; but you may judge 
that we did not “sink that subject in the river 
Styx” that night !
